Not a Voice Raised in Effort to Afford Rate- | 
payers Opportunity to Vote on $32,000,- 
000 Debt Extension Plan 


With not a word of comment—much less of protest— 
from any of the five Edmonton M.L.A.'s who were present, 
the new clause in the Edmonton city charter to saddie the 
Fortin Plan upon the citizens of Edmonton for the next thirty 
years, passed the Committee of the House yesterday after- 
noon. 


Although $82,000,000 of city interest-bearing debt was 
at stake and the Fortin Plan proposes to exact to the utter- 
most cent the interest on the whole at rates as high as 5, 
514, 6, and 7 per cent, not an Edmonton member showed 
the slightest interest in the matter. 


Mullen Sponsors Bill 

Mr. D. B. Mullen, M.L.A., who is sponsoring the amend- 
ments, formally moved that the clause do pass. Mr. S. A. G. 
Barnes, his Social Credit colleague sat listless in his seat. 
Mr. D. M. Duggan, M.L.A., financial critic of the House, 
Conservative leader and former Mayor of Edmonton, gazed 
upwards at the lights. 

The two Liberal members, Mr. Gerald O’Connor and 
Dr. Walter Morrish gazed into each other’s eyes. But not 
one of them made the slightest move to rise and protest 
against this attempt to saddle the existing high interest 
rates on the city’s debts upon this and succeeding genera- 
tions. 


The curious hypnotic power of the Fortin scheme that 
had caused six Aldermen pledged to secure reduced interest 
rates on the city’s debt to suddenly switch over and sup- 
port high interest rates, worked to strike the Edmonton 
quintette of members into speechless apathy.

300,000 men and women are to 
be added to the British govern- 
ment’s anti-air-raid organiza- 
tion.

“In due course the government 
revenues are bound to be ad- | 
versely affected by such a situa- | 
tion. If it were thought that Al- | 
berta was permanently on the

The “stool pigeon” is a bird of too doubtful 
habits to be unduly encouraged to multiply.

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MANITOBA ASSIS FOR RE- 
FUNDING 

The Government of Manitoba will ask the 
Royal Commission to recommend a refunding 
of the provincial and municipal debts of that 
provined on a 3 per cent basis. With Dominior 
backing for the new bonds or debentures—since 
that is the only condition which would make 
refunding profitable and the new bonds saleable. 

The next question, if the Commission passes 
along the request, is whether the Dominion will 
agree. That it would agree there are many 
reasons to suppose, among them a new and very 
practical one. Manitoba has budgeted for a 
deficit of $472,000 at the end of the present year, 
and is counting on the Dominion making up the 
shortage. 

Since Ottawa has already agreed to give the 
province extra assistance of an unstated amount, 
the Provincial Treasurer probably knew when 
he planned the deficit that it was within the 
amount the federal Government is willing to 
grant 

It would be cheaper for the Dominion to back 
the provincial bonds in a refunding scheme than 
have to hand over a corresponding sum every 
year to balance the provincial budget; and the 
investigators of the Bank of Canada said the 
Manitoba budget cannot be balanced without 
federal help. 

The position of Saskatchewan and that of 
Alberta are similar to that of Manitoba, and the 
municipalities in these provinces are as much 
in need of help as those of the latter province 

In asking for help to put through a general 
refunding of provincial and municipal debts, 
Manitoba is making the first official move to 
bring about a debt reconstruction which should 
have taken place in all three provinces several 
years ago; and which, had it taken place, would 
have don? more than all that has been done to put 
the prairie provinces and their municipalities 
again on a safe and practicable financial footing. 

Saskatchewan and Alberta should follow suit, 
by promptly asking that their debts, too, and 
those of their municipalities, be refunded and 
thus made payable.

Good Salad Vegetables 


Bu DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

While I thoroughly believe in the value of 
cooked food, I recommend that in addition to 
using those foods which are cooked, you also use 
a reasonable quantity of raw foods. You will 
find that the most convement way of introduc- 
ing the raw foods into the dict is by using them 
in salad form, and these salads 
composed of the uncooked 
vegetables will be found val- 
uable sources of vitamins and 
food minerals 

Many of the raw food en- 
thusiasts claim that only “un- 
fired” food be used, but I do 
not agree with this point of 
view for several reasons. In 
the first place, man’s digestive

system is unaccustomed to handling such a large 
quantity of raw foods and the average person 
attempting to live upon raw foods exclusively 
will usually suffer from excessive gas and other 


digestive disturbances. In the second place, 
many of our foods are made more digestible by 
the process of cooking, and certainly most of the 
starches are improved by applying heat. For 
example, you will find that the cooking of whole 
wheat increases its digestibility and at the same 
time, improves its flavor. 

Instead of trying to live only upon uncooked 
foods, the better plan is to use both the cooked 
and raw variety. In this way, the body will be 
plentifully supplied with those foods which pro- 
vide the vitamins and minerals and at the same 
time the advantage is gained of improving those 
foods which are made more digestible by cook- 
ery. 

To mose people, the word salad awakens a 
picture of discouraged looking lettuce which has 
been plentifully adorned with some sort of heavy 
dressing. Others may think of lettuce, tomatoes 
and cucumbers, all chopped up together. How- 
ever, there are many delicious salads from which 
to choose and a lack of variety is by no means 
necessary. The cook will learn to serve the green 
leaves of the salad in a crisp form and who will 
add to them the various salad vegetables now 
available will find herself able to prepare many 
tempting dishes for the family table. 

Celery is one of the best of the salad vege- 
tables and blends well with many different com- 
binations. Nearly everyone who is able to eat 
any raw food at all, will be able to handle the 
celery and it has the further advantage of 
possessing a flavor which is widely appreciated. 

Spinach is next in importance as a salad veg- 
etable. If you will choose the smaller leaves, 
wash them well, and add them to the other un- 
cooked foods, you will find a new flavor impart- 
ed to your salad. 

Cucumbers provide an excellent salad vege- 
table when in season and when peeled and served 
without dressing of any kind, they will be digest- 
ed easily. When using cucumbers, leave out the 
onions and the vinegar. 

Parsley is very rich in iron and may be used 
either as a salad garnish or may be added as one 
of the salad ingredients. You will find that by 
mincing it very fine, or by grinding it, you will 
be able to mix it in with the other vegetables to 
good effect. For example, a green salad of 
lettuce, endive and parsiey is excellent. 

Raw carrots may also be used in preparing a 
salad both wholesome and attractive. Carrots 
combine wel] with lettuce, raw cubbage, and 
other salad combinations. 

Lettuce is the salad vegetable most commonly 
used, but it may produce a certain amount of 
flatulence in many cases when too much is taken 
at any one time. Try mixing it with the other 
vegetables for the best effect. 

Many people want to know about the use of 
green peppers in salads. These may be allowed 
occasionally to those in good health who wish to 
use them for variety, or for the sake of the 
distinctive flavor they impart. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Ella F. wants to know: “Is there 
any possibility of a neglected case of Trench 
Mouth interfering with the general health? 
Have had it for a long time and notice a dis- 
agreeable odor, bleeding of the gums, and that 
the affected gums are shrinking away from the 
roots of the teeth.”

Several interesting letters have come as a 
consequence of a recent reference to the courag- 
ous feats of Captain Joshua Slocum and Captain 
J, C. Voss. Capt. Slocum, you may remember, 
sailed alone round the world via Cape Horn, in 
a thirty foot sailing boat; Captain Voss sailed 
from Victoria round the world via the Cape of 
Good Hope in a cedar dug-out Indian war canoe, 
the Tillicum. The Tillicum is on view at Victoria, 
B.C., while Norman Luxton who accompanied 
Capt. Voss as far as the Fiji Islands became a 
resident of Alberta. 

Mr. R. W. R. Armstrong of Edmonton says 
Mr. Luxton had been publishing “Crag and 
Canyon” a weekly paper at Banff, for some 
years past, and that a nephew of Captain Voss 
spent a few years in Edmonton. If you pay a 
visit to Banff, don’t forget to visit Mr. Luxton in 
his museum and curio shop on the way to the 
Cave and Basin. Get him to tell you of the time 
he and Capt. Voss set out to sail round the world 
in a craft carved out of a cedar log. 

Jack Eddy, member of the Edmonton Watch 
of the Cutty Sark Club, remembers seeing Cap- 
tain Slocum and his little craft in Capetown in 
the fall of 1897, Mr. Eddy was then one of the 
crew of the barque “Beeswing,” lying at Cape- 
town after having caught fire. Says he: 


“I was going ashore with a shipmate one 
Sunday afternoon. On the way up the dock, 
Capt. Slocum hailed us and asked us to take 
his lines and haul hh. up to the corner of the 
dock so he would be out of the way of ship- 
ping. After we did so, and he made her fast, 
he invited us aboard. Down in his cabin he 
showed us a lot of curios he had picked up 
in Samoa and the Fiji Islands. His boat wus 
ketch rigged, a fair size mainsail and a small 
mizzen, with a jib and staysail. 

“Capt. Slocum was on his way home then. 
I think he had a dog and cat aboard when he 
left Capetown, but lost one of them over- 
board in the South Atlantic.” 


Readers who made enquiries for Capt. Slo- 
cum’s book “Sailing Alone Around the World,” 
have been told it is out of print. No doubt the 
publishers of the “Blue Ribbon” series wil! put 
out another cheap edition of this great classic of 
the sea, ere long.

The foolishness of those who seek to interpret 
the civil war in Spain as a holy jehad is shown 
by a recent address in New York by Hilaire 
Belloc. He said the war in Spain is essentially 
“a war between that which made our civiliza- 
tion, that by which it still lives—the Christian 
religion—and that which would root out and 
destroy. The matter at issue is the Church of 
God.” 

Alongside the report of Mr. Belloc’s speech is 
a despatch telling of the defeat of the Italian 
divisions sent by that self-appointed “prote:tor 
of Islam,”’ Benito Mussolini. The 39,000 Germans 
fighting for Franco with the tacit consent of 
Hitler can hardly be described as warriors for 
the form of Christianity Mr. Belloc has in rind 
Still less can the 78,000 Mohammedan Moors be 
hailed as champions of Christianity. 

Dr. Anna Louise Strong who is to lecture on 
the civil war in Spain on Sunday evening, says 
that priests and devotees among the Spaniards 
are to be found on both sides. The issue is not a 
religious one but a political one—whether the 
elected government should rule or the Fascist 
rébels. One has only to compare the rival forces 
to see through the pretence that the Fascist aim 
is to save Christianity from destruction by the 
Spanish people.

One of the latest triumphs of civilization is 
the coloring by chemical dyes of the green and 
unripe skins of oranges. Oranges, you know, 
don't all ripen at once like peaches and plums. 
They grow on the tree in all stages of ripeness 
and unripeness at the same time. To overcome 
the buyer—objection to green-skinned oranges, 
the orange growers have taken to dying the 
skins to give them the appearance of full ripe- 
ness. So well can the deception be carried out 
that none but an expert can detect the difference 
between the dyed skin and the true color of the 
tree-ripened fruit. Ninety per cent of the or- 
anges sold in New York City were discovered 
in a recent survey to be artificially colored. 

Just as some people are affected in their 
health by strawberries or by eggs or other articles 
of food that are wholesome to the majority of 
people, so it has been discovered that large rnum- 
bers of people are allergic to the coloring matter 
used to dye oranges. 

So rife has been the increase in illnesses 
attributable to the orange dye that the American 
Medical Association has taken the matter up. In 
a medical test, four out of eight persons were 
found to be adversly affected when their skin 
was brought into contact with the peel of oranges 
that had been artificially colored. One of the 
four persons proved to be so powerfully affected, 
the test had to be stopped after a few minutes. 

The American Medical Association Journal 
in ite mid-March issue asserts that to persons who 
are especially sensitive, the results may be ex- 
tremely grave. In proof of its assertion it pub- 
lishes a shocking photograph of a victim whose 
face is almost a solid mass of eruptions, as the 
result of working in a fruit store dealing in dyed 
oranges.

Today is the anniversary of the 
April 8 in 1878, when Hon. L. S.

TRAVELLING EXPENSES 


Although no stated remuneration 
is provided for members of the 
Board, the bill provides that “every 
member of the Board shall oe en- 
titled to receive such sums for tra- 
velling expenses outside the pro- 
vince and subsistence while per- 
forming their duties, as may pur- 
suant to the said section be paid to 
members of a committee so ap- 
pointed.” 

Further provision is made in the 
Act that “the Board is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to employ 
such experts as the Board deems 
necessary and to supervise and as- 
sist in «the administration of any 
Acts of the Province designed to
